SEOUL (AP)—A reliable For- 
eign Ministry source said Tues- 
day that barring unexpected 
trouble the remaining 622 Japa- 
nese fishermen held by South 
Korea would be released by 
Friday. 

The source said the fisher- 
men might be shipped back to 
Japan in a single voyage using 
two ships. 

Another high Foreign Minis 
try official added weight to the 
report, saying he hoped the fish- 
ermen would be returned by 
Thursday or Friday. He said 
he could not comment on whe- 
ther the dates were official yet. 


If they are, the return would 
come on the eve of South 
Korean-Japanese normalization 
talks, scheduled to open in To- 
kyo March 1. 

He said Korea's United Na- 
tions ambassador, Ben C, Limb, 
would head the delegation to 
Japan. 


Limb returned home Monday 
at the urgent summons of 
President Syngman Rhee. 


Police and Korea shipping 
corporation sources said there 
is only .one ship—the Iri,— 
standing by at Pusan harbor to 
take aboard the fishermen. 

Return of the Japanese would 
lay a promising foundation for 
the beginning of new talks to 
solve outstanding Jdpanese- 
Korean problems. The fisher- 
men were captured, tried and 
imprisoned for violating Korea's 
claimed fishing waters, extend- 
ing up to 60 miles off the Ko- 
rean coast.

Japan Won’t Budge 


Usually reliable sources in 
Tokyo yesterday said the Japa- 
nese Foreign Office has not yet 
received any official notice that 
all Japanese fishermen would be 
released this week—-as claimed 
in reports from Seoul—and add- 
ed that Japan had not yet for- 
mally announced its willingness 
to open the normalization talks 
as scheduled on March 1. 


These sources referred to 
Foreign Minister Alichiro Fuji- 
yamda’s Feb. 17 statement before 
a Diet committee that. there 
would be no talks on March 1 
unless Seoul lived up to its 
commitment to release all fish- 
ermen who have completed 
their prison terms. 


They said the fact that for- 
mer U.N. Ambassador Renzo 
Sawada had been asked to head 
the Japanese delegation to the 
normalization talks “was only a 
preliminary step; Japan wanted 
to have the delegation matter 
settled in case it obtained solid 
guarantees and a solid schedule 
for completion of the repatria- 
tion agreement.”

Following this meeting, Ko- 
rean diplomats told reporters 
that agreement had been reach- 
ed to open the March 1 talks 
as scheduled.

The reasoring in Seoul over 
the next few days developed in- 
to the conviction that Fujiyama, 
scarred in the Diet debates on 
the Vietnam reparations issue, 
could not afford to agree to 
open the March 1 talks unless 
he obtained guarantees that all 
fishermen would be released. If 
he did approve the opening. of 
talks on the basis of only a 
promise, this would have meant 
a retreat from his Feb. 17 
declaration which at that time 
had been interpreted as a “vir- 
tual ultimatum.” 


The sources said it is now 
“apparent” that President Rhee 
is Willing to free all fishermen 
though he has not yet obtained 
the guarantee he has been seek- 


ing—that is, that no Korean 
detainees would be deported 
from Japan to Communist 


North Korea. 


But the problem has not yet 
been solved, the sources said, 
and will continue to jeopardize 
the normalization talks, even if 
the negotiations are opened ac- 
cording to schedule.

plan jis a compromise between 
the two theories. 


What should be taken into 
consideration is the fact that in 
Japan, productivity and wages 
differ greatly according to the 
type and scale of industries, 
This makes it extremely dif- 
ficult to enforce ai uniform 
rainimum wage system on a 
national scale. 

With regard to medium and 
small enterprises in this coun- 
try, which retain some ele- 
ments of premodern industry, 
efforts should be made by the 
state for their modernization 
and advanced policies be adopt- 
ed for an over-all improvement 
of their industrial structure. 

The minimum wage formula 
whereby the wage rate is to be 
determined by an agreement 
among the managements of the 
respective industries is open to 
criticism but in view of the 
present situation in the Japa- 
nese industry referred to above, 
there seems to be no alternative 
but to try it as a transitional 
measure. Incidentally, this 
method is given priority among 
the four plans advanced by the 
Governmert t, 

More thought should. be given 
to the authority of tne Mini 
mur Wage Deliberation Coun- 
ciis which will be organized in 
the central and local adminis- 
trative districts. It goes with- 
out saying that administrative 
offices should not be given ex- 
cessive power in determining 
the minimum wage. 

It is believed that 10 years 
of efforts are necessary in 
order to establish the minimum 
wage system. We can discern 
in the Government's plan 
traces of a hypocritical attempt 
to avoid criticism against “so- 
cial dumping.” The Govern- 
ment should rather endeavor 
sincerely to create a modern 
wage system for the advance- 
ment of the Japanese industry

YOKOHAMA (Kyodo) — Re 
fusal by a Japanese book sales 
man to take oath and testify 
before a U.S. Army court-mar- 
tial during a trial of two US 
soldiers for theft has developed 
into a peculiar conflict between 
the Japanese law and the Japan- 
US. Administrative Agreement. 

The trouble shaped up follow- 
ing the filing of a criminal suit 
with the Yokohama District 
Court by U.S. Army transport 
authorities in Japan against the 
Japanese salesman, 


He is Zenichiro Satonaka, 35, 
of Yokohama. When summon- 
ed by a U.S. Army court-martial 
last Dec, 20 as a witness in the 
piiferage case, he turned down 
the court’s request for his oath- 
taking and testimony. 

On trial were a sergeant and 
a specialist 2.C. of the US. 
Army camp at Negishi in Yoko- 
hania, who were suspected of 
stealing 190 gallons of Army 
gasoline and eelling it to the 
witness. 


The US. Army authorities 
took to the Japanese law action 
against Satonaka under a spe- 
cial criminal law accompanying 
the Japan-U.S. Administrative 
requiring Japanese nationals to 
take oath or give testimony in 
such cases. The penalty for re- 
fusal calls for fines of up to 
¥ 10,000, 


However, the Japanese Crim- 
inal Procedural Law ensures all 
Japanese the right to refuse 
testimony in any trial should 
there be fear of such testimony 
inviting a criminal indictment 
or a sentence.

The latest Soviet nuclear explosion was registered in 
many parts of Japan and it appears certain that radioactive 


fallout 
eannot be avoided, although 


with its accompanying deleterious consequences

«mall or even escape notice for the time being. ; 
Japan has already formally protested to the United 
States over that country's plans to hold nuclear tests in the 
*acifie region this year and asked that they be called off, 
The Soviet eXplosion apparently took place within Rus- 
sian territory, probably in Siberia, but no announcement 
was made by Moscow. Although perhaps not so objection- 


able for this country as tests 


held directly over the Pacific 


Ocean, there is not wanting evidence that Soviet explosions 
are the cause of a rise in radioactivity in this country. 


These explosions are carried on without any regard 
being paid to Japan's protests, and Moscow apparently 
believes it is sufficiently excused by the fact that they are 
conducted within the Soviet Union’s borders—a contention 
that Japan cannot accept as legitimate. Every nation has 


on obligation to its neighbors, 


but on Soviet Russia in this, 


as in many other matters, this neighborly obligation sits 


very lightly. 


And yet a leading Soviet scientist admitted in New York 
recently that the only sure way to eliminate the danger 
of excessive atomic radiation was to end the tests of nuclear 
weapons. Professor A. V. Lebedinsky of the Soviet Acade- 
my of Medical Sciences told a press conference at the 
('nited Nations headquarters in New York that the quantity 


of strontium-00 which could 


be absorbed by the human 


body without Narm was unknown. And yet these tests 
continue! Obviously, then, they are not strictly scientific 
but undertaken in the spirit of gamble which is commonly 
associated with preparations for war. 

While radioactive fallout became distributed equally all 
over the world, Professor Lebedinsky pointed out, this did 
not mean that the hazard was similar in all countries, 
hecause absorption was conditioned by the nature of a 
country’s soll, its crops and national food constituents. 


Professor Lebedinsky was

to the General Assembly on the effects of atomic radiation.

Premier Felix Gaillard has 
aecepted full responsibility on 
behalf of the French Govern- 
ment for the bombing of the 
Tunisian border town.

Scandal of Kuanchuang 


By GUY WINT 


Kuanchuang used to be a 
small town 14 miles east of Pei- 
ping. Until recently it had only 
1.000 jnhabitants, but today it 
has been reconstructed as a 
satellite or suburb of the capital 
and jt provides accommodation 
for 10 departments of the Cen- 
tral Government, especially 
those concerned with the builid- 
ing industry. 

Along with the departments 
came cadres of the Communist 
Party. Fifteen thousand of these, 
together with their families, are 
housed at Kuanchuang. It might 
have been expected to be a lit- 
tle paradise of communism. Here 
were living conditions in which 
Communists could demonstrate 
the virtues of their system. In- 
Stead it has become one of the 
painful scandals of the country. 

Some long articles have ap- 
peared recently in the People's 
Daily of Peiping, analyzing the 
causes of this disappointing re- 
sult. The nature of the scandal 
has been hushed up. But from 
these articles it is possible to 
piece together what has happen- 
ed. The root of the trouble is 
that the Communists who were 
deputed to live in this protect- 
eci Utopia lost their political zeal. 
They became interested only in 
their professional work. They 
judged by technical standards, 
not political ones. 

“Thev took it for granted that 
their skills would assure them 
of their future livelihood,” said 
the Minister of Building Materi- 
als at the inquest of what has 
happened, which was held when 
the scandal became public. He 
said that technology had been 
worshipped and communism for- 
gotten. This attitude was sum- 
med up in the story of a cement 
expert who ignored political 
affairs and withdrew from the 
youth League. But he was eva- 
arf as “first-rate advanced 
producer” so he was promoted 
by three grades. 

Communist cadres ceased to 
feel that they were working 
for the country and openiv said 
that they would do just as 
much work as their wages were 
worth. They became reluctant 
to struggle against “rightists.” 
Instead they spoke of coexisting 
with them. ‘They neglected to 
make contact with people who 
nad lived at Kuanchuang be- 
fore their arrival. Instead thev 
requisitioned the peasants’ 
land, taking more than was real- 
iy needed. They said that they 
wanted to provide open spaces 
between bulldings. 

Most of these cadres came un- 
der the Ministry of Building 
Materials. This is being blam- 
ed for allowing such a state of 
affairs to grow. It is being ac- 
cused of “hureaucratism.” In- 
stead of acting in a revolution- 
ary way, the ministry suppos- 
ed that its task Was to seek to 
keep peace by effecting compro- 
mises.

this, it simply gave up and 
abandoned its leadership. 

Examples are given of the 
consequences. <A typical story 
is one about an employe of the 
Cement Design ‘ Institute. 
Though he was of the Commu- 
nist cadre, he would break at 
night into his own factory in 
order to pillage the kitchen. On 
one occasion, he shot at the 
cook. He was not prosecuted. 
As he was an exceptionally 
good worker, the staff office of 
the Ministry of Building Mate- 
rials decided that he need not 
even be dismissed. 

These are revelations in Com- 
munist newspapers. They have 
apparently caused a good deal 
of uneasiness. They are the 
writing on the wall for if the 
Chinese economic plan is a suc- 
cees, it will be because of the 
work of technologists, not of 
Communists. The new class of 
technicians is growing stronger 
and stronger and one day it 
may exact a price for its efforts. 

That price may De such ex- 
tensive modification of commu- 
nism that it will amount real- 

This is 
the prospect which has atruck 
Peiping with dismay. That is 
what has brought Kuanchuang 
its notoriety.

He was sent by 
the ministry to Britain, France 
and the United States for over- 
seas duty.

On The Reply to The Docv- 
ment of The Soviet Government 
Concerning International Prob- 
lems 


The Japanese Government re- 
ceived a document from the So- 
viet Foreign Office through the 
Japanese Embassy in Moscow 
on Dec. 10 of last year. This 
document gave the views of the 
Soviet Government on interna- 
tional problems, 


The Japanese Government's 
reply was forwarded to the 
Soviet Foreign Office through 
the Japanese Embassy in Mos- 
cow on Feb. 24 in the form of 
a note verbale.. 


Note Verbale Dated Feb. 24 


reads: 


The Japanese Embassy in the 
Soviet Union presents its com- 
pliments to the Soviet Foreign 
Office, and has the honor to 
communicate the following 
views of the Japanese people 
and Government with reference 
to the views and proposals of 
the Soviet Government contain- 
ed in a note verbale of the So- 
viet Foreign Office addressed to 
this embassy under date of Dec. 
10, 1957. 


The Japanese people, aspiring 
to an enduring peace, have re- 
soived to preserve their security 
and existence by placing their 
trust in the justice and faith of 
various peace-loving peoples. 

Since the end of World War 
Il which subjected mankind to 
colossal calamities, the world 
has been divided into East and 
West camps. This has resulted 
in the so-called cold war. 


Feelings of distrust have built 
up between the two camps, and 
the resultant tensions have 
gained in intensity like a chain- 
reaction process, filling the 
minds of the peoples of the 
world with misgivings. 

In particular, the two camps 
in the last decade have made 
epochal strides in developing 
implernents of war, which con- 
sequentiy pose the danger of 
indiscriminate slaughter and 
even the extinction of mankind, 

The Japanese Government 
cannot but be distressed and 
concerned over such conditions 
of international relationships. 

It is necessary that sincere 
steps be taken promptly to 
prevent war and to improve in- 
ternational relations. The Japa- 
nese Government deems it the 
duty of every nation, whether 
large or small, to meet, this 


need, y 
In its view, a particularly 
heavy responsibility devolves 


upon the Big Powers. Accord- 
ingly, the Japanese Government 
has studied with utmost inter- 
est the views and proposals of 
the Soviet Government, which 
were detailed in its note verbale, 
and hereby expresses the views 
of the Japanese Government on 
several points at issue. 

In the first place, with pefer- 
ence to the question of prevent- 
ing a war, and of solidifving 
peace and promoting friendby 
cooperation among nations, the 
Japanese people, who have ex- 
perienced the calamities of war, 
especially the disastrous results 
of nuclear weapons, have seized 
every opportunity since the end 
of the last war to endeavor to 
preserve world peace with a 
view to forestalling the out- 
break of war. 

The Japanese Government be- 
lieves that the prevailing 
anxieties of the world will 
eventually be removed by the 
United Nations if those nations 
sharing main responsibility, 
especially for the maintenance 
of peace, refrain from abusing 
their privileges granted in keep- 
ing with their obligations, and 
exert sincere efforts to bring 
to fruition the spirit of justice 
of the world organization. 

However, the Japanese Gov- 
ernment is of the view that any 
means which could serve to 
mitigate tensions should be tried 
forthwith. 

From this standpoint, it 
agrees to the proposal that top- 
level representatives of those 
nations sharing main. respon- 
sibility hold a conference to that 
end, 

Ay the yame time, however, 
t Japanese Government be- 
lieves such a conference 
should be preceded by deep 
thought and careful diplomatic 
preparations. 

Secondly, the Japanese Gov- 
ernment wishes to point out 
that the proposal for a total 
ban on Mnuclear weapons, to 
which the Soviet Government 
referred in its note verhale, has 
long been the ardent desire of 
the Japanese people. 

By the same token, the Japa- 
nese Government has taken the 
lead in insisting on the need 
for such a ban, and as is widely 
known, proposed the suspension 
of nuclear experiments and tried 
to settle the disarmament issue 
involving the prohibition of nu- 
clear weapons at the 12th U.N, 
General Assembly. 

Nevertheless, a forum for dis- 
cussing the disarthament issue 
has been lost since the Soviet 
delewates declared at the First 
Committee of the U.N. General 
Assembly Nov. 4, 1957 their re- 
fusal to participate in the de- 
bates at the Disarmament Com- 
mittee and the Disarmament 
Subcommittee. 

In the eyes of the peoples of 
the world, this Soviet action 
seems like the boycotting of the 
disarmament problem itself, be- 
fore discussions are conducted 
on the validity of the arguments 
of the Soviet Government. ¢ 

it cannot but be said that this 


result is contrary to the pur- 
ported intentions of the Sovict 
Government, 

Never before have the peo- 
ples of the world, now faced 
with the threat of new weap- 
ons including space vehicles, 
wished for disarmament so 
earnestly ag at present. 

The Soviet Government still 
expresses dissatisfaction over 
the composition of the expand- 
ed Disarmament Committee. 
However, In view of the fact 
that the Key to the success of 
a disarmament agreement 
hinges eventually on the nego- 
tiations among the Powers con- 
cerned, it is to be hoped that 
the Soviet Government will 
agree to resume debates at the 
Disarmament Committee -at the 
earliest possible date. 

The Japanese Government 
hereby declared its readiness to 
try to break any deadlock on 
this point, 

Thirdly, the Soviet note ver- 
bale attacked NATO and other 
collective defense organizations. 
But the relaxation of tensions 
cannot be achieved by either of 
the two conflicting groups de- 
nouncing, and shifting respon- 
sibility to, the other. 

The Japanese Government un- 
derstands that these organiza- 
tions are not intended to un- 
leash aggression or armed at- 
tack. Therefore, it does not 
consider their existence con- 
trary to the spirits of the U.N, 
Charter. 

Fourthly, the Japanese Gov- 
ernment supports the Soviet 
Government's call for the new 
people’s States of the Near and 
Middle East, the rationality of 
which was stressed in the note 
verbale, to free themselves from 
alien control and develop in- 
dependently. 

The Japanese Government is 
determined to make maximum 
efforts, within and without the 
United Nations, for the peace- 
ful development of these friend- 
ly nations. 

The Japanese Government 
hopes, at the same time, that 
the Soviet Union will listen to 
the many criticisms raised re- 
garding the conditions that cur- 
rently prevail in the countries 
of East Europe and also believes 
that the unification of Germany 
under a single government 
established on the basis of the 
freely expressed will of the peo- 
ple of Germany is indispensable 
not only to the stabilization of 
Europe. but also to the peare 
of the world at large. 

Fifthly, the Japanese Govern- 
ment wishes to reveal its views 
at this juncture on the current 
relations between Japan and the 
Soviet Union. 

It is a matter of jubilation 
that the relations between the 
two countries which had re- 
mained in a state of war for 
quite a long time after Worid 
War I were normalized with 
the resumption of diplomatic 
intercourse under the Japan- 
Soviet Joint Communique of 
December 1956; and a meeting 
of the Japan-Soviet Fisheries 
Commission for fishing opera- 
tions in the northwestern Paci- 
fic was opened in the beginning 
of 1957: and in December, the 
same year, the Japan-Sovie} 
Treaty on Commerce and the 
Trade and Payment Agreement 
were signed. 

The Japanese Government re- 
grets, however, that the con- 
clusion of a peace treaty has 
been delayed because of dis- 
avreement on the territorial 
issue. 

The Soviet Union is urged to 
take prompt steps to piace the 
relations between the two coun- 
tries on a more favorable basis, 
while discontinuing its impro- 
per occupation of the islands, 
which constitute Japan’s inher- 
ent territory, in response to the 
united wishes of the people of 
Japan. 

The fishery issue, which is 
one of the key problems still 
pending between Japan and the 
Soviet Union, is a matter of life 
and death to the Japanese who 
depend largeiy on marine re- 
sources for their economic ex- 
istence. 

The matter of fishing in 
northern waters, both in coastal 
waters and high seas, is of 
grave concern to the Japanese 
people. 

Japan, of course, is willing 
to restrict ifs fishing operations 
to maintain productivity on a 
lasting basis. 

It is hoped, however, that the 
Soviet Government, taking the 
high significance of marine re- 
sources to the Japanese into 
consideration, will extend 
friendly cooperation to Japan 
on this matter. 

The Japanese Government 
earnestly hopes that the Soviet 
Government, responding to re- 
peated Japanese bids, will re- 
port, from the humanitarian 
standpoint, the names of Japa- 
nese nationals who were con- 
sidered to be detained, or who 
have died, in Soviet territory 
after the war. 

It is further hoped that the 
Soviet Union will pay due con- 
sideration to these fair wishes 
of the, Japanese as the first step 
toward realization of peaceful 
coexistence. 2 

Lastly, the Japanese Govern- 
ment points out the importance 
of the responsibility devolving 
on the Soviet Union as the cen- 
ter of one side of the divided 
world, and believes the Soviet 
Government's note is in the in- 
terests of peace, 

The Japanese Government 
makes clear again that it is pre- 
pared to extend full cooperation 
to any country hoping for peace 
so long as its sincerity is de- 
monstrated by deed. 

The Japanese Embassy in the 
Soviet Union, in forwarding the 
above views of its home Gov- 
ernment, shows its respect again 
here to the Foreign Ministry o 
the Soviet Union, 
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
